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in other political news governor george wallace today was slated to get additional federal matching funds one 
million eight hundred thousand dollars worth last friday the supreme court said the federal election 
commission which disperses those funds was unconstitutional today the commission decided to speed up 
the payment of matching funds to the candidates while curtailing its other activities in the congress various 
plans were being offered for the commission's reorganization and the returns from a series of political 
caucuses in maine show jimmy carter of georgia with more support than any other democrat february third 
with john chancellor reporting from the nbc news center in new york and david wrinkly's journal from 
washington [Music] evening big money and presidential politics were back in the news today following last 
week's ruling from the supreme court on campaign spending which made things easier for big spenders the 
federal election commission today released the scorecard on the wealthiest presidential campaigns george 
wallace of alabama leads the pack having collected 5 million 800 000 in the last two years the next biggest 
was henry jackson of washington state with three and a third million dollars in contributions lloyd benson of 
texas has collected two million among the others on the list ronald reagan nearly two million dollars gerald 
ford one million seven hundred thousand and jimmy carter of georgia has collected about one million all the 
other candidates are below the million dollar line but these six by themselves have so far collected almost 16 
million dollars with george wallace far in the lead in the money race wallace is a paraplegic in a wheelchair 
as a result of an assassination attempt yesterday wallace injured his knee but today he was back on the road 
and kenley jones of our staff was with him wallace and his close advisors are concerned that this incident will 
reopen the whole question of the governor's health and whether he is physically fit to be president 
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to be president in an effort to prove that he is wallace was carried aboard his plane this afternoon and took 
off for west palm beach to resume his campaign schedule [Music] it is tricky business to carry wallace up and 
down the steps of the plane it was during a campaign stop like this one yesterday as well as was being 
carried to his seat that one of the security agents stumbled and fell and wallace was dropped on his right 
knee several hours later he was taken to a doctor's office in panama city for x-rays the doctor said wallace 
had sprained the ligaments in his knee and put the knee in a splint wallace went on to speak at a campaign 
rally and assured the crowd he was not hurt i am all right and i hope you know that if i were not i wouldn't be 
here but after the rally instead of flying onto west palm beach as scheduled wallace flew back to montgomery 
for examination by his own doctor who said the injury is not serious but will keep wallace's knee in a splint for 
two or three weeks was he uh concerned about how this might affect his campaign the publicity about this 
did he express that to you at all well i think he's concerned but i i don't think he's i don't think he's planning on 
offering his plans very much and i don't see why he should the patient will be quite happy if he can follow that 
piece of doctor's advice kenley jones nbc news montgomery at the white house today president ford's 
position on abortion was restated as he did in 1974 just after becoming president mr ford still favors a 
constitutional amendment which would give the individual states the right to decide whether or not to legalize 


abortions this is the president's long-held view the president would oppose a constitutional anendment 
prohibiting abortion but he also doesn't agree with the supreme court decision which legalizes abortion on 
demand the president's position was outlined in an interview with walter cronkite of cbs here's more on the 
story from tom brokaw in washington 
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in washington president ford's political advisers believe that abortion has become an explosive political issue 
so press secretary ron nelson has not been anxious to discuss president ford's position on the subject but 
today it came out and here's what mr ford had to say about abortion he said i do not believe in abortion on 
demand i do not agree with the supreme court decision mrs ford has expressed a much different point of 
view she has called the supreme court ruling on abortion a great great decision the president did say today 
that he would uphold the law as it has been interpreted by the court but he thinks there's a better answer he 
would like a constitutional amendment that would permit each state to adopt its own state regulations on 
abortion president ford has expressed all of this before but not recently certainly not during this campaign 
essentially his position on abortion is middle ground which is just where his political advisers want him to be 
tom brokaw nbc news at the white house in reaffirming his stand against the supreme court's position on 
abortion president ford is not far from the stand against abortion taken by ronald reagan his chief republican 
challenger reagan favors a constitutional amendment approach which would forbid most abortions allowing 
them only in extreme cases when reagan talks about abortion while campaigning he speaks of it in terms of 
taking human life i probably did more soul searching and more study than i've ever done on anything in my 
life and i have come to the conclusion that the interrupting of a pregnancy is the taking of a human life last 
year the gallup poll showed that about 20 percent of the public believed abortion to be legal in any 
circumstances about 20 percent were against it in all circumstances while 54 of those polled thought that 
abortion should be legal under certain limited circumstances david brinkley's journal tonight deals with what 
congress may or may not do to reform the campaign financing law 
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reform the campaign financing law important parts of that law were declared unconstitutional last week by 
the supreme court david weeks ago senator pastore of rhode island said congress in trying to clean up the 
mess and campaign money had put in a new system that in his opinion had turned out to be a monster now 
the supreme court in looking at this new law has found some parts of it to be if not a monster at least 
unconstitutional and it gave congress 30 days to straighten it out it is widely believed in washington it would 
take congress thirty days to make instant coffee and there are numerous members possibly a majority who 
so dislike the new law they wouldn't save it if they had thirty years the presidential candidates will for a month 
continue to get federal money for their campaigns after that unless congress acts they will get no more and 
they will have to go for money where they have always gone to small givers to business to unions to the fat 
cats and again as in the past those with access to big money will have an advantage over those who do not 
the senate leader mike mansfield was urging today that congress try within 30 days to straighten it out but in 
most of congress there was silence in a burst of righteous frenzy after watergate congress voted to clean up 
the scandals about campaign money and then they were running like scared rats pastore said but now the 
law has to be reworked in a hurry and nobody is running at all its future is seriously in doubt but the public 
skepticism or cynicism about politicians and their money is not in doubt john congressman morris udall said 
today that the two other presidential candidates george wallace and ronald reagan are dangerous men who 
are threatening national unity in some of the toughest language of the campaign udall charged in boston that 
wallace and reagan are ruled by ambition and he said and we quote 
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ambition and he said and we quote ambition drives them to pander to cheap prejudices fears and 
resentments they can uncover or create end quote in washington wallace today got one million six hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars in federal matching campaign funds that's the biggest payment to date and late this 


afternoon president ford called congressional leaders of both parties to the white house to suggest ways the 
federal election commission and its work can be saved the supreme court rule and finally this evening politics 
and the media tom pettitt has been up on the hustings in new hampshire following politicians and what he 
has prepared for us is in the old phrase the news behind the news and his report is well worth watching for 
some unknown reason a lot of attention is being paid to the role of the press and television this campaign 
year it's what you call your basic media story and sometimes it gets pretty ridiculous here is fred harris 
arriving for a late meeting in manchester because the cameraman was not happy with his shot he asked 
harris to do it again which he willingly did okay that's right all right it's good to see you i sure appreciate you 
coming all this way really you're staying over there with cynthia huh right she's a wonderful person thank you 
very much here is sergeant shriver campaigning on a garbage truck [Music] many pictures are not 
spontaneous this man is hugh greg new hampshire chairman for reagan you're going to get they're going to 
get national press coverage he has bought a bottle of whiskey for a little old lady to give to reagan after his 
visit to the state liquor commission 
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his visit to the state liquor commission you say don't look governor you come here to new hampshire you go 
to the liquor commission it's too cheap to give you a bottle of liquor uh we're giving you one okay great so 
when reagan came out i understand that they were too cheap in there to give you a bottle of this so here 
from us right we want you guys well the purple finch i thank you very much i think in all fairness to them that 
they would have to consider that maybe it would be considered a political bribe this whole episode was 
instigated by a local photographer and writer the politicians eagerly went along with it so the truth is a little 
hard to discern and whether all this helps a candidate we do not know we do know in politics it is always hard 
to distinguish reality from illusion tom petted nbc news on the campaign trail in new hampshire hampshire 
where the country's first presidential primary election will take place in two weeks president ford was there 
over the weekend and 15 hours after mr ford left ronald reagan arrived for more campaigning our man tom 
pettit has been observing both the ford and reagan campaigns and here is his interim report for a long time 
the white house underestimated the reagan threat in new hampshire [Music] while reagan was climbing in 
the public opinion calls ford stayed at home on the other hand ronald reagan has campaigned extensively 
here he will continue to do that and by new hampshire standards he does it very well so this past weekend 
ford finally went to new hampshire he did so with all the ritual and symbols of presidential power his political 
advisors carefully cultivate his presidential image but the reagan operation has a long head start on the ford 
organization 
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start on the ford organization reagan has spent almost two weeks in the state and will spend another full 
week before the election the ford organization probably will bring the president in for one more day later on 
[Applause] as president mr ford can discuss the federal budget in some detail with local officials reagan's 
economic ideas for trimming the federal government are well received despite a concerted attack from ford 
operatives [Applause] ford's political operatives keep saying the race with reagan is very close which means 
they are in trouble [Applause] [Music] mrs reagan does not play a very active role in public but mrs ford is so 
popular in her own right that her husband's hired managers would like her to spend three more days here on 
her own in-person campaigning is very important in new hampshire and reagan has presented himself as a 
man of destiny who could bring the federal bureaucracy under control that's a popular idea it is so popular 
that ford uses it too he also uses the reagan technique of question and answer periods with local people but 
the president does not seem fully comfortable in remaining above the battle for new hampshire i've been 
president for 18 months the public knows what my record is if they want to compare it to the rhetoric or the 
words of former governor reagan on federal issues i think that's a very legitimate study for the american 
people to make i believe this is a nation under god i don't think he ever should have been expelled from the 
classroom last evening there was a full house at the university of new hampshire gymnasium it was his best 
campaign event facing down some hostile student protesters 
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down some hostile student protesters then he went back to washington the president may have air force one 
a limousine and all the rest but he may have trouble catching ronald reagan in a bus tom pettit nbc news on 
the campaign trail in new hampshire he today senator lloyd benson of texas he hasn't been doing well and 
today he told a press conference that now he wants only to lead the texas delegation of the democratic 
convention presumably as a favorite son here is more of what benson said i have tried to offer the kind of 
reasoned moderate leadership i believe this country needs in washington and i'm grateful for the many 
people across the country who share my views and have supported my candidacy but after studying the 
results of the early caucuses i do not think it would be either useful or productive to continue campaigning 
across the nation as a result i will no longer campaign for the presidency outside of my home state which 
leaves running nationally birch by of indiana jimmy carter of georgia fred harris of oklahoma henry jackson of 
washington ellen mccormick of new york milton shap of pennsylvania morris udall of arizona sergeant shriver 
of maryland and george wallace of alabama not an uncrowded field on president ford's foreign policy but 
later in the day although mr ford had a chance to respond he didn't reagan's attack was sweeping he 
criticized the president and secretary of state kissinger he was critical of american policy positions on russia 
on china on the panama canal and on angola reagan said one wonders if we even have 
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reagan said one wonders if we even have a foreign policy don oliver covered the speech reagan made in 
new hampshire and here is his report it was reagan's strongest attack on the administration's conduct of 
foreign affairs so far the republican presidential candidate charged that the balance of forces has been 
shifting toward the soviet union since 1970 he accused the administration of trying to placate its potential 
enemies of being reluctant to assert us interests in international relations the truth is we should be far more 
aware of our bargaining strength than we seem to be the soviet union seems most anxious right now to enter 
into assault to agreement well i have reason to be worried about a defensive weapon system in which we 
have a huge technological lead when we sit on a bargaining table we must always remember that the soviet 
union's representatives across the table will give up as little as they have to and take as much as they can 
get they have a history of being tough negotiators well we should be tough too they taunt if it is a one-way 
street which today is becoming it will fail in the past reagan has been wary of making detailed comments on 
foreign policy or military matters he has used the excuse that neither he nor the american public have been 
given all the facts necessary by the administration to make valid judgments but apparently he has changed 
his mind thinks that he now has enough facts to demand that the administration change its foreign policy don 
oliver nbc news placo new hampshire president ford's position all along has been to avoid a direct fight with 
reagan involving personalities or issues and late today at the white house the president stuck to that policy 
here's more from john cochran [Applause] as president ford met with representatives of military associations 
he had seen reports that reagan had attacked his handling of foreign affairs including angola earlier mr ford 
had told reporters that 
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earlier mr ford had told reporters that his policy on angola was firm but that congress quote had lost its guts 
when it refused to send military aid later he continued to blame congress we challenged the soviet union and 
cuba in their intervention in angola and if the congress had stood with us we could have preserved the 
opportunity to let the angolans settle their future among themselves i believe and believe very strongly that 
112 billion 700 million dollars requested in my fiscal year 1977 defense budget represents the best way to 
deter war and to keep our country secure by maintaining unquestioned military strength we will negotiate 
from strength not from weakness so my policy for national security can be summed up in three words peace 
through strength the president's political advisors have long been concerned that too many voters may 
believe that foreign policy is dictated not by mr ford but by secretary of state kissinger this evening however 
the president had center stage although kissinger spoke to the same group the white house did not allow 
reporters to cover his remarks john cochran nbc news the white house there was one less democrat in

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ford and his wife have a net worth of more than 323 thousand dollars most of their assets are in the four 
homes they own common cause the citizens group listed assets of some other candidates senator burch bai 
has almost 189 thousand dollars jimmy carter and his wife have joint assets of almost six hundred thousand 
dollars fred harris says his net worth is one hundred and thirteen thousand dollars senator henry jackson one 
hundred and fifteen thousand dollars governor milton shap of pennsylvania is the wealthiest chaps estimated 
assets almost three million dollars sergeant shriver reports personal holdings of 135 thousand dollars and 
congressman morris udall says he has two hundred and fifty eight thousand dollars in assets the federal 
election commission today paid out six hundred thousand dollars more in federal funds to seven presidential 
candidates all the candidates have now received a total of more than seven million dollars in federal 
campaign funds despite that three of the democrats are in bad financial trouble reports filed with the 
commission show that birch by sergeant shriver and fred harris are more than a hundred thousand dollars in 
debt each but harris said today that won't cramp his campaign style george lewis was with us harris was at a 
shoe factory in nashua new hampshire this afternoon trying to win the support of blue-collar workers harris 
proudly proclaims he has no wealthy supporters but as he was shaking hands today there were reports that 
his campaign is in serious trouble because he also has no money harris scoffs at these reports that's not 
news we haven't had much money from the first i went broke in 1972 
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1972 in a surprisingly short amount of time and that was before this new campaign financing law which for 
the first time in my lifetime makes it possible for us to put into practice that one person one vote in the past 
some people have had more than one vote because they had the money harris and his people feel their 
campaign will survive because it is run on a shoestring there is no large paid campaign staff only volunteers 
who are housed in hotels and apartments for about two to ten dollars a week there are no expensive catered 
meals today's lunch at harris headquarters consisted of stew cooked by a supporter yogurt and peanut butter 
sandwiches harris claims he'll succeed because of the dedication of his people but it takes more than 
dedicated campaign workers to win a campaign polls show that a relatively low percentage of new 
hampshire voters recognize fred harris's name and that could be a serious problem for him since he doesn't 
have a lot of money for advertising george lewis nbc news manchester new hampshire the federal 
government senior drug expert dr robert dupont said today that marijuana is a lot less dangerous than 
whiskey or cigarettes and he advised parents of pot-smoking teenagers not to be terribly uptight about it 
those are his words he discussed a report on marijuana he submitted to the congress linda ellerbee reports 
according to the report for the first time more than half of all americans between 18 and 25 have tried 
marijuana at a news conference today dr robert dupont the author of the report and the nation's top official on 
drug abuse said the figures indicate changes are needed in the marijuana law i myself support the concept of 
the use of a civil fine a non-criminal fine of a modest kind something in the range of twenty five dollars to give 
the message that this is a prohibited behavior but also not to threaten the young people with uh with a 
criminal record and incarceration 
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and incarceration uh there is some uh variation from state to state on that but i think that's a position that has 
a very broad resp uh support within the country right now i would say today at our use levels and our state of 
knowledge that there is no question that alcohol and tobacco are causing us far more health problems than 


marijuana is there is no question on that point dupont's statement contradicted one made by the president at 
a political rally last sunday in new hampshire until there is a higher degree of unanimity among the scientific 
world that marijuana is not harmful to the individual i do not think we should decriminalize marijuana dupont 
did agree with the president that there still is not enough known about marijuana to give it a clean bill of 
health but dupont said the evidence to date does not support the fear and irrationality that is characterized 
public debate on the subject linda ellerbee nbc news washington this afternoon we checked on how the best 
known presidential candidates feel about decriminalization of marijuana about ending arrests and jailing for 
possession and keeping fines under a hundred dollars all the best known democrats are in favor of 
decriminalization except george wallace he's against it as are ronald reagan and of course gerald ford oh 
with the good economic news and the veto in hand the president flew to florida today to campaign for two 
days to make up ground lost in florida to ronald reagan tom brokaw is with the presidential president ford's 
party to weekend is pure politics two days of campaigning in the state's four major republican areas its 
conservative country which made it easy for the president to defend his veto today of the public works bill 
and i'm optimistic that if we keep the economy going the way it's going 
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economy going the way it's going there isn't any need for a six billion dollar inflationary so-called jobs bill it 
seems to me that if you add six billion dollars to the federal deficit which that bill would do all you're doing is 
helping to reignite the fires of inflation mr ford also said he expects to win the florida primary but emphasize 
that even if he doesn't he'll stay in the race until the convention in august [Applause] the president's florida 
campaign is trying to pick up the tempo after a slow beginning the president ford budget bagpipe ban was 
paraded before cameras this week as a symbol of mr ford's economic policies a statewide mailing is in the 
works while finding the president's record as president all this is being directed by florida republican 
congressman lewis fry of orlando and professional campaign manager bill roberts who ironically ran ronald 
reagan's campaign for governor of california they're bringing into the state what they call presidential 
advocates such as treasury secretary william simon who appeared at a ford campaign fundraiser raising 
administration economic policies my name is mary the road and i'm a volunteer worker here for president 
and they're trying to contact every florida republican in all of this the ford campaign has been lagging behind 
the reagan campaign but now the president's people believe they're catching up ford strategists believe that 
ford a sizable block of older people will make the difference they believe that older voters will be more 
comfortable with the president's position on social security and medicare [Music] tom brokaw nbc news with

massachusetts almost everyone is against busing in boston it has caused disruption in some schools and 
violence in the streets outside them we've got two reports tonight one on bussing and the candidates in 
massachusetts the other on how senator jackson faced up to the question in boston when henry jackson 
arrived at the bunker hill knights of columbus hall last night the anger generated by busing in charlestown 
was waiting for him jackson opposes buzzing but says the law must be upheld he spoke briefly about jobs in 
dayton but then came the questions about bussing angry resentful questions that accused him of trying to 
use bussing for political gain and this is what is really bewildered about these people they do not know that 
they they don't know what samara is going to bring now you say tonight you're here in charlestown tonight do 
you know what charlestown is jackson turned the meeting over to that questioner but busing opponents 
weren't satisfied if you want to take over the meeting fine yeah let's make the issue very clear i support the 
constitution of the united states the point is that if you want to go around listening to a wallace who's not 
done a thing no i'm just saying what the facts are well i understand but i'm trying to be honest with you mr 
wallace took the argument over and over again that he was going to stop it well you can't stop busting except 


by a constitutional amendment now if you want to listen to demagogues if you want to listen to people who 
will tell you otherwise you may do so but you're not going to get any relief the meeting broke up as the 
people of 
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the meeting broke up as the people of charlestown argued among themselves about busing today jackson 
accused a tiny group of irresponsible people with disrupting a meeting that could have brought a meaningful 
discussion they were just bent on one thing and that is to hell with the courts the constitution and everything 
that goes with it and jackson said he has no intention of making busing an issue in the massachusetts 
primary bob jameson nbc news boston don't misunderstand what happened here last night it is the kind of 
thing that gets a lot of attention but it is not the issue by which the people of this state are judging the 
candidates in fact we have found busing is not a deciding issue in this primary it is simply a noisy one the 
noise has come from boston and boston has only one seventh of the state's registered democrats of the 129 
schools under bussing orders in boston the serious trouble this year happened at four high schools nbc news 
surveyed the registered voters of massachusetts and found that 77 percent of the democrats are against 
busing but the anti-bussers are not all collecting around the main anti-busing candidate among the people 
who prefer george wallace at this time 92 percent are against bussing but so are a large majority of the 
people who prefer the liberal candidates who are saying busing is a legitimate last resort of the people who 
like birch prize 77 percent are against blessing of the fred harris supporters 69 percent are against blessing 
sergeant shriver 78 percent morris udall 75 so the anti-bussing vote if there is one is spread over all the 
candidates so believe it or not busing is not a deciding issue in massachusetts and all the campaign 
managers except wallace's agree and are running their campaigns accordingly john hart nbc news 
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accordingly john hart nbc news charlestown massachusetts and with all of those democrats campaigning 
there is still the name of a non-candidate which won't go away that's the name of senator edward kennedy 
who has said every way he knows that he is not a candidate nevertheless a new harris poll says those 
questions prefer edward kennedy as president over gerald ford by 50 to 46 and he's preferred to ronald 
reagan by 50 to 44. of the five significant democratic candidates in next week's new hampshire presidential 
primary only one is seen as a conservative that's jimmy carter the others all see themselves as liberals and 
they are all trying as hard as they can to seem different from one another tonight charles quinn gives us 
congressman morris udall and the things he does not to be a look-alike liberal [Applause] the one ball in the 
side pocket was a set up from ross udall not so the new hampshire primary we all came here as a stranger 
when he started out 18 months ago relatively obscure congressman from arizona since then no other 
candidate has spent more time here or worked harder udall is competing with three other democrats for the 
leadership of the progressive wing of the party and he believes a poor showing here would be a serious 
setback to his campaign hi my name is jane crowder and i'm a volunteer working for morris k udall who's 
running for president the key to udaw's campaign is organization he is generally conceited to be the best 
organized of all the democratic candidates here he claims he has more college students working for him than 
anyone else this busload came from new york canvassers doorbell ringers to join the army already in place 
we've been there on the street from 
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we've been there on the street from before thanksgiving every night and uh you know we are not a weekend 
canvas situation you know while you people give us a great boost when you're not here we're still doing it 
rick barzan 23 years old a psychology student from purchase new york well i'll tell you um morris you know 
has done a lot of work in congressional reform he's a an honest man and uh very straightforward and i 
happen to have some literature here um and maybe you read it rick will tell anyone who listens that udall is 
honest has a good sense of humor and gets things done i'm doing this because there's a lot of wrong and 
inequities in this country and it bothers me to a great extent and i feel that one of the ways to change the 


system is to elect someone into office who can do something how are you good good to see you thank you 
doll is campaigning almost as much in massachusetts as in new hampshire the two primaries are only a 
week apart and udall regards them as one but in massachusetts udall says his campaign got a tremendous 
lift from the endorsement of the watergate special prosecutor archibald cox only amount of openness 
integrity courage and honor can do those things udall's main goal in these early primaries is to get out ahead 
of the other liberals maybe even knock some of them out of the race then he believes much of their support 
will swing to him and give him new strength for the bigger primaries ahead charles quinn nbc news nashville 
new hampshire slight change in the political story today up to now the dozen or so democrats running have 
spent their time criticizing the republicans and president ford but today in florida senator henry jackson

can finish at least a strong second in the florida primary and his first attack on jimmy carter jackson filed his 
returns for the last five years to show his only taxable income was his senate salary the rest from speeches 
was given to charity florida was jackson's graveyard in 1972 and anything less than a strong showing this 
year would be a severe blow to his chances to do well here jackson must blunt jimmy carter's strong effort 
they are both after the same kind of votes and jackson must make a good showing against george wallace 
and so at a news conference jackson said a main issue is where carter stands on issues charging he is 
taking different positions to please different audiences jimmy carter making political promises of every kind to 
every group in every way he can in pensacola and jacksonville he's for a strong defense in miami he 
promises to cut the defense budget by billions in atlanta he writes letters to special interest groups promising 
support for a right to work law in florida he promises audiences that he would sign a repeal of the right to 
work laws which promises can you believe today's attack on carter is only the beginning of an effort by the 
senator and his labor supporters to make carter not george wallace jackson's main target in the florida 
primary bob jameson nbc news tallahassee this afternoon the president flew off to new hampshire seeking 
the appreciation and gratitude of republicans there the new hampshire primary election takes place next 
tuesday our white house correspondent tom brokaw is in new hampshire and here's his report 
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in new hampshire equipment at the new england telephone company is getting a workout from the president 
ford campaign committee ford volunteers are on a final drive to persuade a large block of undecided voters 
to settle on the president hi mrs kaminski this is roger smith and i'm a volunteer working for the president ford 
committee i realize that we've called you before but i'm calling you now to see if the mailing that we sent to 
you was received and whether or not you found it helpful well we do hope you'll give uh mr ford some more 
consideration ford campaign officials figure they can just squeak through if they get all of their supporters to 
the polls tuesday if they don't can mr ford survive a loss in new hampshire stewart spencer of the president's 
national campaign office certainly certainly when mr ford arrived in new hampshire tonight he resumed his 
direct attack on ronald reagan and he is expected to keep it up on this his final visit to the state the president 
returns to washington tomorrow afternoon he'll await election returns tuesday night at the white house tom 
broke all nbc news on the campaign trail in new hampshire bring in a compromise bill one thing afflicting the 
liberal democrats crisscrossing new hampshire these days is the curse of sameness they've all looking for 
votes in next week's new hampshire presidential primary and their problem is that they all say pretty much 
the same thing for example sergeant shriver and fred harris here are two reports fred harris is one of five 
democrats trudging through the new hampshire snow in search of votes and the problem he shares with the 
others is that they are all saying many of the same things sometimes in the same words i saw a thing in time 
magazine the other day 
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thing in time magazine the other day said talking about the oil company said let's give them a dose of free 
enterprise i thought well that's one of my quotations it was another candidate i wouldn't be surprised if they 
don't start parting their hair in the middle before like the others harris is competing for the votes of new 
hampshire's blue-collar factory workers he says laborers like this man are being exploited by wealthy 
individuals and giant corporations one of his favorite slogans is take the rich off welfare [Music] but college 
students and young professionals more than laborers seem to be attracted to fred harris's campaign they are 
the ones working hardest to get him elected they have set a rather modest goal for themselves in new 
hampshire a finish among the top three rather than a first place win they feel that with other candidates 
outspending fred harris that's the best they can do here george lewis nbc news manchester new hampshire 
weathers we're getting lucky lucky [ __ ] break right sergeant shriver is playing catch-up in new hampshire he 
entered the race late as much as 18 months later than some of the others his broadcast advertising started 
just last friday shriver's headquarters did not get organized until five weeks ago his campaign workers are 
young energetic inexperienced and few the democratic candidates don't differ much on the issues and 
shriver like the others is running on his record not promises but i don't know much about you but you know i 
like it because you were affiliated with a man who i like jfk shriver does have one thing going for him that the 
others don't the kennedy family if you think his 
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the kennedy family if you think his cabinet choices were good i helped pick them if you think the peace corps 
was good i ran it because his candidacy started late shriver is not predicting a first or second place finish 
here but he feels that he must finish somewhere in the middle and not too far behind the leaders if he is to be 
taken seriously in succeeding primaries [Music] lee mccarthy nbc news with the shriver campaign in new 
hampshire in new hampshire have been waiting for william loeb the controversial publisher of the 
manchester union leader to begin attacking some democrats running in the primary election today the union 
leader ran an item critical of jimmy carter's stand on gun control carter is the subject of another story this 
evening our reporter bob jameson has been given a copy of a letter carter wrote some years ago on right to 
work laws which seems to take a position unlike his present position an opponent of carter senator henry 
jackson also had a copy of the letter here are two reports one from the carter campaign one from the jackson 
campaign the letter was discovered by a union official in the files of a committee that supports right-to-work 
laws it was then passed to the afl-cio's political arm and a member of that group in turn gave the letter to 
senator jackson it was written in 1971 while carter was governor of georgia addressed to the committee that 
supports right to work laws that forbid unions to interfere with non-union companies the laws are bitterly 
opposed by organized labor which has tried for years to get them repealed but in the south it has often been 
more politically rewarding to support right to work in the letter carter wrote that he was not in favor of doing 
away with the right to work law and that is a position i still maintain jackson says those words prove carter is 
inconsistent on the right to work issue because he charges carter is saying something else while 
campaigning in the north well i think the letter uh makes it very clear that he supports right-to-work legislation 
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supports right-to-work legislation unequivocally and that speaks for itself carter denies that but jackson and 
those in organized labor who support him intend to make the letter an issue here in heavily unionized 
massachusetts and in the florida primary where carter has some labor support there is also evidence that 
unions within the afl-cio some of which support candidates other than jackson are mounting a stop carter 
movement because of the letter even in those unions that have supported carter as a stop wallace choice in 
florida the afl-cio says it is not officially backing an effort to stop carter george meaney said this week he isn't 
aware of a stop carter movement within labor but he added i haven't heard of a start carter movement either 
bob jameson nbc news with the jackson campaign in boston carter has attracted a large following of 
reporters and photographers as he's campaigned through new hampshire this week he's been asked several 
times to respond to senator jackson's charge that he is saying one thing in one part of the country on the 
issues and another elsewhere and that he has been inconsistent about the right to work issue his usual 
answer has been to say that jackson is a fine man and a fine senator but that he's seriously well senator 


jackson is a good man he's seen some polls in florida that show that he's slipping i'm sure same folks i've 
seen but this you know this is typical of what's wrong with washington now constant aggravation constant 
arguments a lack of cooperation between the congress and the president constant squabbles if i have to win 
by creating dissension between myself and the other candidates then i won't win i just think it's good time for 
us to heal our wounds to bind our people back together to answer complicated questions and to spell out to 
the american people what our government can be on the subject of right to work carter says he doesn't feel 
strongly about it one way or another 
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one way or another he says that the unions get enough support in congress to pass legislation repealing the 
right to work section of the taft-hartley act he would sign it but he says he will not personally crusade for 
repeals carter has said he thinks he has a good chance of coming in first in the new hampshire primary and 
he says these attacks on him by other candidates show they think so too judy woodruff nbc news 
manchester new hampshire there was a speech made by a non-candidate today which is getting a lot of 
attention vice president nelson rockefeller has taken himself out of consideration as a running mate for 
president ford this year today at the national press club in washington rockefeller went further he said that 
the present state of political rhetoric is poor and he did not rule out president ford who has himself been 
making a lot of political speeches in the plethora of primaries we're witnessing mostly personality contests 
candidates based not on party programs or issues but on personalities and promises with malice towards 
none and charity to all they do not evoke the image of the lincoln douglas debates this is of course not 
surprising but it is disappointing it is a matter of concern not in itself so much but as an evidence of the much 
greater and more serious question of the fractionalization of our government and our political system this is 
probably not connected to the speech rockefeller made today but at the white house it was announced today 
that the vice president is being sent on a two-week trip to france australia new zealand iran malaysia and 
singapore beginning the 20th of march good night for nbc news president ford came right out and said it 
today he said he will beat ronald reagan in next week's new 
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beat ronald reagan in next week's new hampshire primary and beat him elsewhere as well that was the first 
time the president has predicted victory for himself his political adviser rogers morton went further morton 
said i think we're going to win handily in new hampshire the pendulum is swinging president ford got to new 
hampshire last night in his second campaign swing in the state and he opened it with another tough attack 
on ronald reagan here are two reports president ford opened last night with an attack on a social security 
trust fund proposal ronald reagan says he never made but the president went on with the criticism anyway 
should that that trust fund should be invested in the stock market making the federal government a major 
stockholder in most american businesses but that's the best blueprint for backdoor socialism that i ever 
heard as he made his final campaign swing across new hampshire today the president didn't resume his 
attack on reagan instead he went back to defending his administration's record emphasizing economic gains 
mr ford's advisors had hoped this trip would provide the momentum to put the president over the top on 
tuesday they figure he needs all the help he can get so today they brought in an extra player former 
ambassador henry cabot lodge who won the new hampshire republican presidential primary as a write-in 
candidate in 64. lodge supports president ford but he does not agree that reagan is too far right to wina 
general election oh well uh if you're if you have one of the two major party nominations there's always a 
chance you could be elected yes sir before he left new hampshire today president ford predicted he would 
win the primary tuesday but privately some of his top advisers are not so sure president ford insists that no 
matter what happens here next tuesday he'll go on and enter all of the presidential primaries but his advisors 
are privately worried that if he does lose in new hampshire it would be psychologically damaging in the 
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would be psychologically damaging in the next important primary florida for the president's people are 
convinced they're doing well tom broke on nbc news with the president in new hampshire reagan was 
arriving in new hampshire just as president ford was leaving the state this is the former california governor's 
last campaign effort here before the primary reagan knew of course what president ford had been saying 
about him he held a news conference said he was not going to attack the president directly but couldn't 
understand why mr ford had been saying he reagan was too conservative to be elected i am a little surprised 
by his statement about uh my so-called extremism uh it does come rather strange since uh he tried on two 
different occasions to persuade me to accept any of several cabinet positions in his administration uh and 
then did subsequently appoint me to the cia investigating commission his presidential commission but um i 
don't see how anyone could be a right-wing extremist and win two elections by landslide margins in california 
where it is more than three to two democratic in registration uh as to his statements about my views on social 
security uh and the transfer plan i think he's been receiving some bad briefing from his own staff reagan said 
that two of the cabinet jobs offered him in the ford administration were secretaries of transportation and 
commerce don oliver nbc news manchester new hampshire and the white house tonight confirmed that 
president ford twice talked with reagan about reagan's joining the administration according to the white 
house reagan on both occasions turned down the offers for what he said were personal reasons here in new 
hampshire today it was quiet in republican politics neither president ford nor his republican challenger ronald 
reagan were in new hampshire the president was in washington where he took a political poke at reagan 
without mentioning reagan by name the president told a meeting of governors 
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president told a meeting of governors it is all too easy to offer unrealistic suggestions in the heat of an 
election year the fort reagan contest is close although there are some indications now that the president has 
caught up with his challenger a few weeks ago reagan was ahead in new hampshire tom pettit has been 
watching all of this and here is what he has learned about the republicans for ronald reagan and for president 
ford these last few days have been crucial reagan continued his low-key approach to the voters even as he 
came under direct attack by his opponent who called reagan too far to the right it is a somewhat different 
philosophy but specifically do you believe that he cannot win a national election i believe that anybody to the 
right of a democratic or republican can't win a national election i am a little surprised by his statement about 
uh my so-called extremism uh it does come rather strange since he tried on two different occasions to 
persuade me to accept any of several cabinet positions in his administration 24 hours earlier just a dust the 
president arrived at keene new hampshire it was his second campaign trip here and he made no secret of its 
importance well i think new hampshire is a very important state of the eyes of the nation around this state the 
power of the presidency alone has not proved enough to get forward through new hampshire it is almost as if 
he has been cast as the challenger so on thursday night he became pure politician attacking reagan's views 
on social security and budget cutting mr reagan cried foul i think he's been receiving some bad briefing from 
his own staff now that young man that's been following me throughout new hampshire taping every word that 
i say uh who's a member of his staff maybe the president ought to ask them to let him 
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president ought to ask them to let him hear the tapes he'd find out i didn't say those things this is the man 
with the tape recorder jay pike an employee of the ford election committee he was taping a reagan rally last 
saturday this is politician gerald ford at his very best he is far more outgoing and far warmer at this sort of 
thing than ronald reagan yet his political advisers prepared television commercials for new hampshire that 
emphasize ford the president rather than ford the human being president ford is your president kick him 
[Music] as governor of our most populous state he proved that problems can be solved below the federal 
level at substantial savings to the taxpayers he was that kind of governor he'll be that kind of president 
reagan you provide the strong new leadership america needs how effective the reagan campaign has been 
we will all know tomorrow night he did articulate the central issue of the 1976 new hampshire primary i am 
not a part of the washington establishment and maybe that is the best reason i have for asking your support 
so will it be reagan or will it be ford in a sense reagan would win if he comes close to ford but if mr ford 


comes in second it would be a major setback in his campaign to be elected to the office he now holds by 
chance and news accounts from china about the man who named ford to office the man whom ford pardon 
these satellite pictures from p king are not helping mr ford in new hampshire it is terribly ironic that the ghost 
of richard nixon again hangs over an american election until the nixon trip the president's political advisers 
were convinced that ford had caught up with or even passed ronald reagan now they don't even want to bet 
money on the outcome it's that close john incidentally later in the program we'll 
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incidentally later in the program we'll see richard nixon in the great hall of the people np king making a 
speech which could affect this election on the republican side on the democratic party side there are five 
candidates running in new hampshire birch bai jimmy carter fred harris sergeant shriver and morris udall this 
evening they all plan to be campaigning in massachusetts which has its primary election next week what 
have they accomplished here in new hampshire tom pettit has repaired a report for us on that subject if we 
don't have a government our people that will be a tremendous achievement this is james carter of georgia 
better known as jimmy carter carter is fiercely and single-mindedly determined to become president he 
almost never relaxes sometimes he appears to be rehearsing his next comments a carter rally last night 
demonstrated the kind of organization which leads him to predict he will finish first or second in the 
democratic primary if he wins it will prove the political strategy of running against the washington 
bureaucracy [Music] sergeant shriver has conducted an ineffective campaign as the husband of eunice 
kennedy shriver he inevitably invites comparisons with john and robert kennedy the magic does not seem to 
rub off even with the radio campaign featuring mrs rose kennedy as possible i know that he will be 
intelligence energy and compassion the question then becomes can anyone stop jimmy carter there are 
these possibilities we'll show you each man with the sound of his paid political radio commercials birch bai is 
a good politician a leader who has already proven he can fight the tough battles for principles and win that's 
the difference fred harris by supporting fred harris for president in our democratic primary we can make this 
land our land again 
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we can make this land our land again in the new hampshire primary vote for morris k udall the democrat for 
president seriously it was easy no one expects birch buy to stop jimmy carter here udall is given the best 
chance and harris is closing strong this election is about issues it's about making it our country again i don't 
believe the presidency is at a possible job it's a tough job and i ask your help in having the opportunity to 
perform we've had a good clean honest campaign here in new hampshire and i think we've proven that we're 
ready and that we deserve to win in november 1976 and we're going to give those republicans a beating they 
deserve this time there are some of the journalists here are better known than some of the candidates by 
tomorrow there will be winners and losers jimmy carter does not intend to lose i tend to be president of this 
country your president i want to be a good one carter is the democratic version of ronald reagan in the sense 
that he campaigns on a theme that the true enemy is everyone in washington so john the liberal democrats 
may have to decide soon which one of them is best equipped to stop carter the weather which is clear and 
quite cold today is supposed to be good tomorrow good voting weather in the country's first primary and we'll 
have more from new hampshire later in the program new hampshire and its presidential primary ought not to 
be terribly important in a political year delegates less than one percent of all the delegates to the republican 
and democratic national conventions will be chosen here and yet new hampshire's villages and towns are 
filled with candidates volunteers and sound trucks all working as though this were the most important 
election of the year why here's why dwight eisenhower was on the ballot in new hampshire in 1952 and won 
the republican primary 
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the republican primary he won again in 1956 john f kennedy ran in new hampshire in 1960 and won the 
democratic primary here lyndon johnson ran and won in 1964 in the democratic primary and richard nixon on 
the republican side ran in new hampshire in 1968 and 1972 winning both times well you by now have 
guessed the reason for the importance of the new hampshire primary since they began having these 
popularity contests in 1952 no man has made it to the white house who did not win here first not one and 
some who lost here in new hampshire or did badly decided to get out of politics harry truman got beat here in 
1952 by estes keefober and decided not to run for a second elected term and in 1968 lyndon johnson got 50 
percent of the democratic vote in this primary but he was closely trailed by senator eugene mccarthy and 
shortly after new hampshire johnson quit politics you can even win here and get in trouble four years ago 
senator edmund muskey won the new hampshire primary but it was said of him that he didn't do as well as 
he should have and it was all downhill for muskie after that for such an attractive place new hampshire is 
tricky and dangerous politically and it can be fatal which means that the voters in new hampshire are very 
powerful and that is the subject of david brinkley's journal david the local newspaper here in manchester 
backs ronald reagan and says new hampshire voters in tomorrow's primary have an absolutely awesome 
power it says to change this country's direction to turn it around by starting reagan on his way to the white 
house well it is not necessary to accept all that to agree 
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that to agree that a few voters in a small state do have in the primary an influence out of all proportion to their 
numbers and in the past they have helped to drive candidates out of the presidential race and they have 
started others on their way to the white house simply by being first it is often said that a state like this small 
and not typical of the entire country shouldn't have all of this power well it is not typical but it's hard to find a 
state that is and it's not even as untypical as it used to be new industries are moving in a lot of the old 19th 
century industry is still here the cities are smallish but they're cities the suburbs are the suburbs there are the 
small beautiful immaculate villages of the picture postcards but also there's neon trailer courts hot dog 
stands there are two parties in the state and in congress its smallness for this purpose is useful a candidate 
can cover the state he can talk to the people he can shake their hands he can give them whatever message 
he has in a big state he would have to do it on television and do it in 30 seconds for this political purpose 
new hampshire may not be perfect or perfectly typical but until something better comes along and there's 
nothing better in sight it'll do john and that's it from new hampshire for today we'll be back tomorrow evening 
with more on the first presidential primary of the year until then good night from new hampshire for nbc news 
good evening from new hampshire where the year's first presidential primary took place today david brinkley 
and i here to cover that story on the republican side it was the first time that votes were cast for gerald ford 
outside his old congressional district in michigan and it was the first out of california campaign for ronald 
reagan on the democratic side five democrats have been fighting from 
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five democrats have been fighting from poor position no real returns yet but in the two traditional early voting 
hamlets in new hampshire ford beat reagan 11-4 while carter got six votes in dixville notch and in hart's 
location reagan beat ford five to four while mo udall got three votes this morning the turnout was heavy in 
manchester's fourth ward a democratic area there were long lines and the voting was going slowly people 
were taking their time one problem the ballot is complicated also some people had trouble when they tried to 
write in the names of candidates elsewhere in the state the turnout was described as moderate state election 
experts were talking about a 50 percent turnout which could be bad for president ford tom brokaw has the 
story on mr ford's efforts the pressure was on ford campaign volunteers as they work straight through 
election day their assignment get out the vote ford campaign officials figure they have to get out all of their 
supporters if the president is to keep up with ronald reagan the president's campaign hoped to make twenty 
thousand calls to people identified earlier as ford voters working from computerized vote registration list and 
scripted conversations volunteers reminded ford supporters to vote and offered to take them to the polls mrs 
classic this is irma todd a volunteer worker for prison forum i know you've been called before but as you 
know today is primary election day and the president needs your vote have you been able to vote yet oh you 


need transportation well what time would you like to be picked up at the reagan headquarters it was another 
story they think they've done their work so their phones were quiet today reagan campaign officials figured 
their supporters would go to the polls without any encouragement from anyone and in any kind of weather 
but it was a nice day in new hampshire which made it easy for everyone to get 
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which made it easy for everyone to get to the polls and ford campaign officials figure that will help them tom 
brokaw nbc news manchester new hampshire there are five democrats of national stature running here in 
new hampshire four of them are liberals one jimmy carter is a moderate most observers here believe that 
jimmy carter will get the most votes but a contest worth watching is among the four liberals senator birch bai 
of indiana would like to be first among those liberals but would settle for second place anything worse here 
and in massachusetts next week could finish off birchbar fred and ladonna harris have been campaigning in 
a camper all across new hampshire he is hoping for a strong showing here and in massachusetts otherwise 
harris will run out of money next week [Music] sergeant shriver seems to be doing more poorly than any of 
the other liberals he has concentrated on the catholics in new hampshire and if he does well the catholic vote 
will help congressman mo udall thinks he'll come in second overall which would put him at the top of the 
liberal group udall says he's running a high risk early momentum campaign in these early primaries [Music] 
just about everybody thinks jimmy carter the moderate will get the most votes he's been hustling votes and 
support in new hampshire for 10 months and has a strong organization so be prepared this evening to hear 
some of those liberals giving complicated reasons why they emerged victorious even though they came in 
second third or fourth they'll be talking about the liberal cluster or liberal groupings there are also three write- 
in campaigns here for hubert humphrey john connolly of texas and senator scoop jackson where voting 
machines are used writing in a name is difficult we'll have more on the new hampshire primary later in the 
program but first here is edwin newman in new york with me here in new hampshire to cover the primary 
along with a cast of thousands is david brinkley 
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thousands is david brinkley and tom pettit of our staff has been in new hampshire almost a month tom this is 
really and david this is really the first national test for gerald ford isn't it first time he's ever run outside of 
grand rapids new hampshire uh michigan michigan is not new hampshire thank you and it's also the first 
national race uh for ronald reagan in a sense how that turns out it seems to me is going to give us some real 
gauge of whether there is a serious challenge to president ford whether reagan is for real this time around or 
not and everyone thinks it's pretty close tom you've been in new hampshire long enough to almost long 
enough to be on the tax rolls or to vote right if they had any tax rolls if they don't do you think nixon's trip to 
china has affected people's attitude toward mr ford i really have no way of knowing whether it did affect their 
attitudes it seemed to me that among the people i was talking with that they were interested in it brought the 
name nixon back into an american political scene where they thought it would never appear again and i know 
that uh the ford people are terribly upset that the pictures from peaking conjure up all those uh things that 
were associated with watergate with the pardon and they're not very happy about it david there's one poll 
here that i know about that says that five percent of the republicans asked in the poll were deeply offended 
by ford's pardon of mr nixon well in a close election that five percent if that five percent gets aroused by the 
headlines that were in the paper to hear today about nixon being in china that could make a difference i think 
that's almost a little too speculative though in a sense i think that the reaganites are putting their voters out 
into the polls i think the four people put their people out and this is a straight shootout between reagan and 
ford and that nixon is only kind of a minor influence it seems to me that if the president should lose here then 
we 
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the president should lose here then we might examine that five percent or whatever it is you were talking 
about well we're polling today and we may be able to have some answers for you later this evening and 
certainly by tomorrow let me ask you about jimmy carter tom do you go along with what everybody seems to 
be saying that it looks as though he is going to lead all the democrats yes i do john it seems to me that every 
uh evidence indicates that he will do very well here and i know from talking to people associated with other 
candidates that they're scared to death that a carter bandwagon will begin here in new hampshire which is 
after all the first un state primary and that that bandwagon would be very difficult to stop because 
bandwagons are hard to stop and of course this is exactly what carter has in mind he has been working this 
state for 10 months which is a long time for a primary and what he has really done is that he has established 
a clear-cut identity you know he has the hair and he has the smile [Music] and those are important political 
qualifications and on that note i thank you both gentlemen we'll have more on the new hampshire primary in 
a minute chancellor reporting from the nbc news center in new york and david wrinkly's journal from 
washington good evening the closest presidential primary ever held in new hampshire is over and gerald r 
ford has won by a whisker out of more than a hundred and eight thousand votes cast in the republican 
primary mr ford squeaked to victory by a margin of thirteen hundred votes and yet the president today was 
not acting like a man who won by a whisker and ronald reagan wasn't acting like a man who lost by a tiny 
margin here are reports on both men beginning with tom brokaw on the president's day it was a good 
morning at the white house for president ford he was able to appear as a victorious candidate and to officially 
announce the nomination of an old friend william scranton as the new u.n 
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william scranton as the new u.n ambassador with secretary of state kissinger looking on the president said 
scranton will stand up for america against unfair attacks later reporters were invited in to watch the president 
and h-e-w secretary david matthews send congress the president's plan for letting the states decide how to 
spend federal money on health care it wasn't until late this afternoon that the president finally publicly 
commented on last night's new hampshire victory he was questioned at the white house by members of a 
press association it's not my birthday today but [Music] i did get a fairly good present in the last 24 hours i 
can't help but comment though some of those who didn't do so well yesterday seem to be satisfied with 
second i never knew of any political campaign where running second was very beneficial but we're very 
happy and we expect to keep going and for the momentum we have i'm confident we'll end up in kansas city 
and with a good victory and we'll end up on november 2nd with a bigger one president ford also said he 
thought former president richard nixon's china trip had only a minimal impact on the new hampshire election 
adding that if nixon has something significant to report when he returns he can do that through the state 
department saturday president ford leaves for a weekend of campaigning in florida site of his next major 
head-to-head battle against ronald reagan tom broke all nbc news at the white house [Music] after five hours 
of sleep reagan was off again leaving new hampshire behind for a 14-hour campaign day in illinois and 
florida as he left manchester reagan said he was quite satisfied with the primary results if there is any 
explaining to be done reagan said it should come from the president explaining why he mr ford didn't do 
better in new hampshire as if to reinforce the notion that he 
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as if to reinforce the notion that he was celebrating reagan broke out some california champagne shortly after 
his charter jet got into the air yes i thought that i i could do the symbolic thing this morning celebrating a 
victory or a moral victory uh i consider this a victory i think a virtual tie it has never happened before in the 
history of primaries in the state well i think anyone when you come that close and uh when for a time you 
know there was a lead early in the evening although none of us got carried away by that i think there's a sure 
you could say you know it's like it's like losing a ball game by uh missing the driver point when you came that 
close then you said oh if it could have only gone all the way but none of us have lost sight of the fact that it is 
far better than anything that we'd anticipated reagan said he learned no lessons in new hampshire and is not 
going to change his campaign strategy in other primary states to prove it he went through the now familiar 
routine of a question and answer session with 700 supporters in champaign illinois late this afternoon reagan 


released a statement of his financial worth it showed assets of one million four hundred and fifty five 
thousand dollars he estimated last year's income at 282 000 and last year's taxes at 120 000 reagan's 
income from 1971 to 1974 was far above his salary as governor of california he did not list the sources don 
oliver nbc news chicago the sources don oliver nbc news chicago for the last couple of months nbc news has 
been polling in new hampshire yesterday we pulled more than 1800 voters as they left the polling booths our 
figures show that mr ford won the election because he had the support of two out of every three republican 
liberals and more than half the moderates he lost the conservatives to ronald reagan and our polls show 
conclusively that the president won it 
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president won it in the last two weeks his two trips there a total of only four days saved him from what 
appeared to be certain defeat we'll also be covering jimmy carter this evening he won the democratic primary 
in new hampshire and now here are the results in yesterday's democratic presidential primary in new 
hampshire jimmy carter the moderate candidate the winner with 30 percent of the vote congressman mo 
udall leading the liberals with 24 senator birch bai third with 16 and fred harris fourth with 11 percent 
elsewhere sergeant shriver got nine percent and ellen mccormick the anti-abortion candidate who spent forty 
thousand dollars on ads got one percent and a write-in vote for hubert humphrey got him six percent of the 
new hampshire vote judy woodruff of our staff was with jimmy carter today in massachusetts and here is her 
report porter made his victory statement in a hotel ballroom shortly before midnight he thanked friends and 
volunteers for helping him put together what he called a broad base of voter support and what i want is to 
repair the damage that has been done to the relationship between our people and our government and to 
tear down the wall and separate us from it and you are the ones that have made it possible for me to do it 
carter said his victory proves a southerner can win in new england and he predicted that he will win the 
presidential nomination on the first ballot at the democratic convention next july carter made the most of 
national attention he's getting today he stopped off in the three states where his next political battles are 
beginning in massachusetts in boston carter said his victory gives him an enormous amount of momentum 
going into next tuesday's primary in massachusetts and he said he 
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primary in massachusetts and he said he expects to finish among the top three at a news conference he was 
openly critical for the first time of senator henry jackson who he faces in two primaries in the next two weeks i 
think personally that senator jackson has changed drastically on his emphasis on issues he doesn't 
emphasize now his very fine early record on civil rights he emphasizes i'm the only candidate against forced 
busing which is not an accurate statement by the way he doesn't emphasize environmental quality anymore 
he emphasizes an attack on the on the financial structure of this country porter said he will do his utmost in 
massachusetts with little money and large numbers of volunteers carter was exhilarated as he headed for 
south carolina which is holding its delegate selection caucuses this saturday and florida where on march 9th 
he faces a showdown with george wallace judy woodruff nbc news boston the new hampshire primary may 
not have diminished the pack of democrats running in the primaries the next primary may do that but the new 
hampshire results have changed the democratic situation considerably here's tom pettitt with that story the 
biggest loser in new hampshire was sergeant shriver who came in last fred harris very nearly beat driver for 
last place birch bai finished a week third and maurice udall finished a very strong second just six points 
behind the winner jimmy carter won a very big victory nbc election analysts say that carter dominated the 
blue-collar boat the labor boat he ran well among almost every voter category conservatives catholics among 
people who think the next president should not come from washington well among the progressive 
candidates i'm very glad that i came in first we had two goals one was to do a strong second and the other 
was to emerge as the leading 
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other was to emerge as the leading progressive candidate and we made both of those goals and so i'm really 
delighted and pleased tonight udall attracted the well-to-do democrats the suburbanites and the well- 
educated he did not make it big enough with blue-collar workers catholics or people of modest incomes but 
his strong showing makes him the liberal front runner now senator birch bai was a poor third well behind you 
bai did not get the support he needed from rank-and-file labor nor did he attract older people which he had 
hoped to do last week the experts were saying harris would run ahead of us we've done a lot better than 
most people thought we could do fred harris simply failed to put together his populist coalition of intellectuals 
and workers he got only the youth vote but finishing fourth did not destroy his optimism [Music] we're going 
to take the fight into massachusetts every day i'm going to be gaining in massachusetts just as i did here 
nbc's election analyst said shriver was last because he did not attract any types of voters in large numbers in 
fact he just barely beat out the write-in vote for hubert humphrey so carter emerges from new hampshire as 
the man to beat for the democratic presidential nomination yeah good day you're going to help me i'm happy 
too carter demonstrated that a southerner can win in the north udall demonstrated that he is the best vote- 
getter among the liberals so far and none of the losers has dropped out yet tom petted nbc news in

massachusetts is to new hampshire as a dress rehearsal is to an audition the entire cast will be on stage 
here as it was not in new hampshire jimmy carter will have to share right and center with george wallace and 
henry jackson and it's a second chance for those who did not do well in the first performance a crucial 
chance for sergeant shriver with the kennedy connection as one of schreiber's aides said if he does well here 
people will say of course and if he does badly they'll say oh well earlier morris udall showed in the polls as a 
lot of people's second choice in this liberal democratic state and with his strong showing in new hampshire 
he has a lot of room to grow here republicans here are more liberal than in new hampshire neither ford nor 
reagan has come here personally but they have saturated the air with broadcast commercials especially 
reagan in further contrast this is a big industrial state with high unemployment and the blue collar sentiment 
will be better tested here it is the first big primary given the number of delegates and voters and those who 
also ran will have a harder time hanging on afterward john hart nbc news lawrence massachusetts the main 
story in new hampshire yesterday was the presidential beauty contest election we've been talking about that 
but there were also votes cast for convention delegates they are still counting those but here's what we know

going on democrats in hubert humphrey's home state of minnesota began a long delegate selection process 
there will be 65 minnesota delegates and humphrey is expected to get most of them without campaigning for 
them in the meantime politicking went on today in massachusetts which holds its presidential primary next 
tuesday and today it was criticized jimmy carter day carter came in first in the new hampshire primary and a 
number of his fellow democrats came out against him today john hart reports from boston jackson made the 
first attack on a proposal carter made last monday carter wanting to eliminate the tax deduction homeowners 
get on mortgage payments it was an incredible proposal he came out flatly for the elimination of the income 
tax deduction on home mortgages what he is threatening in actuality is the destruction of the working and 
middle class american family is wrong i think he made a mistake i think you'd have a rebellion the taxpayers 
rebellion on your hands if this occurred you would add to the average homeowners federal individual income 


tax bill several hundred dollars it's it's nothing small it would be the equivalent of a drastic tax increase the 
problem is not that jimmy carter doesn't stand for anything but that he stands for the wrong things bai made 
the broadest attack adding a number of issues to the tax plan which he said separate him from carter jimmy 
carter says he would not fight to repeal right-to-work laws which undermine the rights of workers to bargain 
collectively he has recently quoted as saying i don't care one way or the other about the issue well i do care 
and i've done something about it 
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about it governor carter is opposed to breaking up the vertical integration of the oil industry i have authorized 
and offered and introduced legislation to break up the big oil companies governor carter favors limited 
deregulation of natural gas i am opposed to deregulation of natural gas liberals think he's a liberal 
conservatives think he's a conservative labor people think he's in favor of unions employers think he's 
against them i don't know where to put him you might ask him where to put himself i guess he might call 
himself a moderate liberal conservative these democrats are simply sending carter the bill for winning in new 
hampshire birch bai admitting today if he had won he would not be saying these things now the front runner 
like the point man is the first to attract fire this time from the rear john hart nbc news boston carter's office 
today gave out details on his tax reform proposal criticized by scoop jackson and others and as to the 
general charges carter said his opponents are playing polit there's a new democratic face in the 
massachusetts primary milton shap of pennsylvania we have a political profile on chap prepared by richard 
hunt [Music] milton chap's campaign is based on the proposition that a man who can run one state can run 
them all vermin thank you very much he's telling people in massachusetts and florida what he's done as 
governor of pennsylvania when shat became governor the state was 500 million dollars in debt close to 
bankruptcy this year he presented a balanced budget with no tax increases we have mastered the 
uncontrolled growth of the state payroll 
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of the state payroll that is so prevalent in its previous administrations and we have reversed the upper trend 
of state jobs while maintaining and improving services the governor's budget message is now being used as 
a campaign document handed out like the usual position papers and campaign biographies there's an 
obvious advantage to campaigning in florida on a record made in pennsylvania chap doesn't have to shake 
hands with people who know his faults [Music] pennsylvania some people say the largest flaw on governor 
shaff's record has been the problem of corruption in the state government since he's been governor a 
number of state employees have been indicted and several of them have been convicted the governor's 
critics say that is the worst record of honesty in the history of the state of pennsylvania governor shep how 
do you feel about that i say the converse is true uh pennsylvania before my administration was known in 
some quarters as a five percent state uh mason the process of collecting money beating your workers over 
the head has been going on in pennsylvania for years and years for decades and we've cleaned that up 
chap is the first jewish candidate ever to make a serious run for the presidency and in florida he does a lot of 
campaigning among jewish voters he says religion is not an issue i believe and i believe this very strongly 
that i'm sure there's some anti-semitism the semantic catholicism is anti-everything out there but today most 
the voters will vote for a candidate regardless of race creed religion color if they think that person when 
elected is going to do the best job in office for them shaft knows he doesn't stand out in the crowd people 
keep asking him in a tone of disbelief why are you running the answer is he thinks he's the best qualified 
democrat in the field 
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tv talk shows and small gatherings show milton chap at his best talking about his record as a businessman 
and a governor arguing that what washington needs is good management he says he could reduce 
government payrolls and improve government services at a lower cost with sound business management he 
says the answer to unemployment is to stimulate the economy through government investment in projects 


like rebuilding railroads he says the way to curb inflation is to break up shortages in price fixing and not to cut 
back on jobs he says the problem of busing to integrate schools can be avoided by making mixed schools 
attractive he favors the concept of dayton but wants to read the fine print and bargain with strength in the 
future eating ceremonial meals and speaking to small groups chap can be convincing this trouble is the 
groups are too small and time is too short an nbc news poll taken late in january showed him running last 
most voters didn't know he was running but milton chap is not discouraged i feel that i get my message 
across to the people the supreme court ruled today that the federal election commission can continue to 
hand out matching federal campaign funds to presidential candidates until the 20th of march which means 
that the concept of combining small political contributions with matching government money has a better 
chance of surviving the court has ruled that the makeup of the election commission is unconstitutional under 
that ruling the commission would have lost many of its powers this sunday night but today it got an extension 
from the court so that the congress can revise its structure this was welcome news at the white house 
although the president had some firm thoughts on how the fcec should be revised tom brokaw reports 
president ford wants congress to reorganize the election 
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congress to reorganize the election commission and keep it alive until after the election then he says the 
election laws can be thoroughly reviewed and revised various interests both political and otherwise both in 
and out of congress have chosen this moment to advance a wide range of hastily considered changes in the 
campaign laws and i will veto any bill that will create confusion and will invite further delay and litigation 
specifically many of the president supporters are worried about a proposed change in the law that would 
make it illegal for corporations to raise money from lower level employees for campaign funds it would not be 
illegal for labor unions to do the same thing and republicans figure that would help democrats today the 
president got a boost within his own party when 11 former republican national chairman endorsed him 
william miller was spokesman well we just feel regardless of getting into the ideologies and the right and the 
left business we just feel that from a standpoint of accomplishment from the standpoint of performance that 
the president deserves the nomination of this party and deserves i think the support of the american people 
the choice of miller as spokesman was not accidental he was very goldwater's running mate in 64 which 
establishes his conservative credentials this weekend president ford will be campaigning in florida and he'll 
go back to florida after campaigning in illinois next weekend ford campaign strategist hope to beat reagan in 
florida on march 9 and then knock him out of the race with a victory in illinois march 16th tom broke all nbc
